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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Amended Claim 26 recites the additional limitation that the composition comprises an acrylic acid containing 
material "in an amount no greater than 10 dry lbs/ton." This limitation raises new issues that require further searching and/or 
consideration. Amended Claim 42 adds the restriction that acrylic acids are selected from particular species listed thereinafter, which 
restriction also presents new issues that require further searching and/or consideration. 

Amended Claim 26 also presents a range for the acrylic acid containing material that is not supported by the original Specification. The 
last paragraph on p 8 of the Specification defines a typical RPC (recyclable plastic coating composition) as an acrylic acid containg 
material in combination with AKD and/or ASA. On p 16, second par, the Specification states that the RPC may be used in amounts from 
approximately 0.5 to 10 dry lbs. per ton of paper. Claim 26 as currently amended provides for addition of the acrylic acid containing 
material at less than 0.5 dry lbs/ton of paper, which is not supported in the specification. In addition, if the RPC composition contains any 
AKD or ASA, as required by the claim, then the amount of acrylic acid containing material cannot be 10 dry lbs/ton of paper or the total 
amount of RPC will exceed the range recited in the Specification. 
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
